The book is an effort to make plain the great Christian ideas of the age, and to show both what the Chris¬ 
tian religion has done for progress in humane practices and what it is adapted to do.

When everyone is hopeful and everything is 
“ booming,” and enterprise and prospective pros¬ 
perity are at high tide, it would show ill-grace 
to keep on growling and grunting. A good 
look on the bright side of things only is, more¬ 
over, so rare a treat in the book-trade, that it is 
with unspeakable relief that we throw off the 
“ wet blanket” of discontent and despondency, 
and joyfully do without—an “editorial.” We 
should, however, in the face of the heavily 
freighted advertising columns, show base in¬ 
gratitude, not to offer at least a word of con¬ 
gratulation and thanks to the publishers. 
When, last year, we counted the advertising 
columns of the Fall Announcement Number, 
their advance over those of the previous years 
was so extraordinary, that they offered rich 
material for a show of statistics which were 
equally creditable to the publishers and to the 
Publishers’ Weekly. It then presented to 
its readers a handsome number of 136 pages, 
comprising 93 advertising pages, of which 84 
were mainly announcements. This number em¬ 
braces 152 pages, including 104 advertisements, 
of which 95 are mainly announcements. These 
advertisements represent, with one or two excep¬ 
tions, every publisher that has anything worth 
announcing to the trade ; and thus the bookseller 
has, in handy compactness, his full Order List 
for the season. As the vast material can admit 
of but the briefest summing up in the editorial 
columns, and only simple title-entries in the 
classified list of announcements, it is the ad¬ 
vertising pages which should be carefully 
studied for their fuller details, before making 
up one’s order. The advertising pages, so emi¬ 
nently representative in this number, offer the 
additional advantage that booksellers dealing 
with publishers direct can at once prepare their 


orders seriatim. In order to get an approximate 
idea of the total, which must be taken into ac¬ 
count in shaping the proportions of the fall or¬ 
ders, it is necessary, however, to scan, first, the 
announcements as classified bylines of books ; 
secondly, the announcements as summed up, 
under the names of the publishers, arranged in 
alphabetical order. There, with no exception , 
all the obtainable information will be found that, 
independent of advertising patronage, always is 
conscientiously given by the Weekly, and, with 
particular care, in its representative numbers. 
And now, in handing over this satisfactory pro¬ 
duct of thirteen years’efforts, let us express out- 
heartfelt thanks to those publishers who, look¬ 
ing upon the work of the Weekly as work 
done for the trade, enable us, as a matter of 
good business, to do it thoroughly. 


Suggestions of improvement are always wel¬ 
come to the Weekly. And that practical sug¬ 
gestions are, whenever possible, acted upon, 
has been shown by the recently adopted liberal 
rule concerning the advertising of “Books 
Wanted and is shown, in this issue, by the 
appearance, in uniform type, of the Weekly 
(title) Record. For both suggestions we are 
indebted to men whose long experience in 
publishing and bookselling gives their opin¬ 
ions double weight. The objection to the 
mixture of type was based on the eye-trying 
effect produced after a search through a two 
years’ file of the Weekly. Although such 
cases are not of daily occurrence, searches 
through shorter periods are ; and as it is diffi¬ 
cult to draw the line where the eye begins to 
ache, and as the further mentioned reason— 
possible oversights—is in itself strong enough 
to make a change desirable, we make it. In 
doing so it should be understood that typo¬ 
graphical uniformity could have been attained 
just as well by a return to the former nonpa¬ 
reil (the legitimate and generally adopted type 
for title records in book-trade journals and 
octavo catalogues), as by an advance to brevier. 
But the Weekly would rather give a better show 
to those publishers who are not entitled to it, 
than a poorer one to those who are. The brevier 
was originally adopted for a record which, for 
bibliographical reasons, needed some typo¬ 
graphical distinction. This distinction, as a 
matter of course, was made in favor of those 
books, a copy of which the publisher himself 
did not consider more valuable than the dis¬ 
tinction. A correct bibliographical record, do¬ 
ing justice, on the one side to the book and to 
its publisher, on the other to the consulter of 
the record, is not possible without a copy of 
the book in the hands of the recorder. There¬ 
fore, although hereafter there will be no dis- 
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tinction by type, it is necessary, in justice to 
the record, to have some mark of distinction, 
in order to indicate those books which have 
not been received at this office, and for whose 
record this office, accordingly, cannot be re¬ 
sponsible. This will now be done by means of 
a simple asterisk, the only device, which, 
though not “ a thing of beauty,” will neither 
affect the eyes nor cause oversights. 


A suggestion made several times, also ad¬ 
vocated in and followed by some of our con¬ 
temporaries, is firmly rejected by the Weekly. 
We have heard it argued that, for advertising 
and other purposes, the Weekly might make 
a better show as a quarto. It might, for “ ad¬ 
vertising purposes,” but for no other. Now 
the “other ” have been, from its start, the chief 
purposes of the Weekly, and to its never losing 
sight of them it owes the “ show” in this very 
issue. These purposes have found their fixed 
expression in the regular reference features of 
the Weekly, viz., the bibliographical weekly rec¬ 
ord, the order and announcement lists, and the 
monthly reference lists. The lists, in fact, have 
ever formed the very foundation of the Weekly ; 
and it is these very lists, daily consulted by 
the bookseller, which make the Weekly so 
good a publishers’ medium. Now it has been 
proved, by a long practice, that the double-col¬ 
umn octavo is, for ready reference, to hand and 
eye, the most convenient and time-saving. 
This practice having now (not without the many 
years’example of the Trade List Annual) become 
so general at home, has abroad, been observed 
more than half a century by the English Pub¬ 
lisher. r’ Circular , the English Bookseller , the 
French Bibliographic , and the Italian Bibliograpa. 
Only the German Borsenblatt is an exception ; 
but this, now a daily, is rather a newspaper 
than a reference journal, the bulk of it consisting 
of advertisements ; while the official German 
Allgemeine Bibliographie is even a smaller octavo 
than the Weekly. Imagine aquarto page packed 
with titles, and, as is now the fashion, faced 
by a poster ! If the quarto or folio is perfectly 
legitimate and practicable for all other journals, 
it surely is not for a book-trade journal. We 
remember distinctly, when the American Pub¬ 
lisher and Bookseller , some fifteen years ago, 
following the example of the defunct Publishers' 
Circular , was started in this city, as (against our 
advice) a quarto. It was changed to an octavo 
after the issue of only a few numbers, and re¬ 
tained this form during the remainder of its use 
ful, but rather too short, career. This point has 
been, with us, one of such special test and study, 
that for mere fashion or imitation’s sake, or even 
for advertising purposes, we shall not surrender 
it. Under no circumstances should we present 


in the Weekly a medley of editorial and adver¬ 
tising matter, which in abook-trade journal posi¬ 
tively is a nuisance. Publishers’ advertisements, 
which, unlike the standing advertisements 
of manufacturers or importers, generally convey 
news, on which the bookseller, in his own in¬ 
terest, must keep himself posted, form as im¬ 
portant an element in the Weekly, as any of its 
other features, and therefore need not resort 
to the “ stick-under-the-nose ” device of the 
poster. The Weekly has always managed, 
without injury to those concerned, to keep the 
editorial and advertising departments strictly 
apart, and will continue to do so in every sense 
of the word. 


Early in the year >1877, the Weekly closed 
a joyful message, greeting the return of spring 
and the Spring Trade Sale, with these words : 
“The [A. B. T. A.] Committees are dead, the 
‘Ring’ is dead, the Book Fair is dead, but 
the Trade Sale is back. Le roi est mort —long 
live the king! ” These words came back to us, 
with a new meaning, at the sight of the Catalogue 
of the Fall Trade Sale. “ Oh, what a fall !’ 
Now, that king is dead ; and who is to “ live ”? 
But true to our word, given above in high glee, 
let there be no wail of woe. The king is dead! 
De ?noriuis nil nisi bonum. Like the famous 
kings of history, he has fulfilled his historical 
mission. His power was great. There were 
kings who put their power to worse ends. His 
reign was too long. He reigned no longer 
than his sceptre was a dread. If the king was 
wise (and wise he was, for had he not once the 
wisdom to put his royal seal on the very weap¬ 
ons pointed at him, turning them into weapons 
of his own ?) he has made choice of a suc¬ 
cessor. And if his successor will watch his 
time, and abide by its wants, he too may 
prosper—a smaller king, a better chief. Le roi 
est mort —long live the king ! 


The issue of the “ Trade List Annual,” like 
the Fall Announcement Number, has been de¬ 
layed by an embarras de richcsse, which, ac¬ 
cording to the binder’s statement, has been 
made still more “ embarrassing” by the non-com¬ 
pliance on the part of several publishers with 
the rules concerning the style of page, folding, 
etc. We have never found a binder to be 
wrong in his statements, and we hope the trade 
will accept that of ours, and—our humble 
apology. There is, however, a reward for the 
patiently waiting, for the coming “Annual” ex¬ 
ceeds in bulk all his predecessors, showing the 
handsome total of over 2200 pages, or a clear 
gain of over 400 pages over last year’s volume. 
It is expected that all orders will be dispatched 
within this month. 
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THE FALL TRADE. 

“ The crops”—those uncertain elements of 
prosperity which are the bane or blessing of 
every fall outlook, and upon which our finan¬ 
cial prophets speculate with all the versatility 
of Vennor—are this year full of solid promise. 
The signs of “good times” are all around. 
Money is to be plenty and business brisk. The 
fall and winter trade bids fair to keep every¬ 
body busy, from the stately head of the house 
to the agile errand-boy, and the feasts ol Thanks¬ 
giving m2y be but a prelude to the jollier joys 
of Christmas. From this cup of prosperity the 
book trade should drink as deeply as any, and, 
indeed, the reports from all our busy publishers 
indicate that printers and binders are fully em¬ 
ployed, and that the demand and supply may 
run an even race. 

With fully one hundred pages of advertise¬ 
ments, this Fall Announcement Number of the 
Weekly clearly foreshadows the brisk fall trade 
in books that must result from the energetic prep¬ 
arations of the publishers. These announce¬ 
ments tell of new books in all departments of 
literature. Perhaps the scales are more evenly 
balanced than last year, for while there does not 
appear to be so large a preponderance of new 
juvenile and gift-books, there is, on the other 
hand, a perceptible increase in special and gen¬ 
eral works on all the live topics. The wants of 
the children and of holiday buyers, however, will 
by no means suffer, for the reissues of the suc¬ 
cessful books of last season and the new books 
of this will keep the stock fully up to the needs 
of purchasers. But more money in circulation 
means more books to be sold, and with such an 
attractive variety to order from, it behooves 
booksellers to purchase wisely but plentifully, 
and thus be able to satisfy all comers. There 
would seem to be no possible reason for a slack 
or unprofitable fall trade, and we sincerely hope 
that the satisfied looks and distended pockets 
of publishers and booksellers will at the close 
of the coming season fully verify our prophecy. 

The descriptive summary which here follows 
presents as usual, in its alphabetical arrange¬ 
ment by publishers, a survey of the entire field, 
so far as the necessary information is at hand. 
Other books, not yet fully determined upon, 
will find mention in subsequent issues. In our 
announcement lists proper, the books will be 
found arranged by classes, while the advertis¬ 
ing pages will afford further detailed informa¬ 
tion as to prices, sizes, styles, etc. 

The American Baptist Publication Soc. 
will have ready, October 1, a new “Baptist 
Hymnal,” prepared by W. Howard Doane, 
Mus. Doc., and E. A. Johnson, D.D., which 
book will contain about 700 hymns, and about 
the same number of tunes. The hymns have 


been selected by twenty prominent Baptist 
pastors. The Society will also issue, on the 
same day, a new Sunday-school music book, 
entitled “ Songs of Praise,” edited by E. A. John¬ 
son, D.D. In the same month probably they 
will publish a new edition of Dr. Hackett’s 
“ Commentary on the Acts.” This edition will 
contain all of Dr. Hackett, with the Latin and 
Greek notes translated, and additional notes by 
the editor, Dr. Alvah Hovey,of Newton Theolog¬ 
ical Seminary. The new index will be made 
more full and satisfactory than the old, and 
besides the English text of King James, the 
text of the Revisers will be given. 1 hey have 
in preparation a volume on “The Anabaptists 
of Switzerland,” by Dr. Henry D. Burrage, who 
has made the records of the life and labors of 
the Anabaptists of Switzerland a special study 
for some years. 

The American News Co. announce the 
following additions to their Excelsior edition of 
standard British poets: Chaucer’s Poetical 
works, with illustrative notes and glossary;

This series, 
like th z American Statesmen , has proved its 
right to be by the character of the volumes and 
the degree of popular interest attracted to them. 
Additional volumes of biography are the " Life 
of Ole Bull,” by Mrs. Bull, who tells the story 
of the great violinist’s life with great simplicity, 
and adds to it a fine steel portrait, and several 
illustrations which show various attitudes of the 
violinist; and the “Letters of Lydia Maria 
Child,” prefaced with a biographical introduc¬ 
tion by Mr. Whittier, and containing an ap¬ 
pendix by Wendell Phillips. This book will 
have a portrait of Mrs. Child. In the depart¬ 
ment of fiction will be given Miss Phelps’ new 
story, " Dr. Zay,” which, with a plot almost 
identical with that of Mr. Howells’ story, “ Dr. 
Breen,” is yet so different that those who have 
read Mr. Howells’ story will be interested to 
see the direction taken by Miss Phelps, and the 
story will repay anybody’s reading ; " Captain 
Mansana,” and “ Magnhild,” two novels which 
complete the series of Bjornson’s stories pre¬ 
sented in an authorized American edition, in a 
translation by Prof. Anderson, of the University 
of Wisconsin ; and Bret Harte’s new book, con¬ 
taining two of his most characteristic stories, 
44 Flip ” and " Found at Blazing Star.” The de¬ 
partment of poetry will include “Michael An¬ 
gelo : a Tragedy,” by Mr. Longfellow, which, 
both for itself and the fact that it is the last 
volume we can hope for from Mr. Longfellow’s 
pen, will be read everywhere with peculiar inter¬ 
est ; a new volume by Robert Browning, con¬ 
taining those poems of his which have not here¬ 
tofore been reprinted in this country, viz., “Aga¬ 
memnon,” “La Saisiaz,” “ Pauline,” and the 
two series of “ Dramatic Idyls ;” and " Monte 
Rosa : The Epic of an Alp,” by Starr H. Nich¬ 
ols, a vigorous and original poem, both descrip¬ 
tive and philosophical in character. In general 
literature, there are a third series of "Spare 
Hours,” by the late Dr. John Brown, of Edin¬ 
burgh, author of “ Rab and his Friends,” a book 
which will be heartily welcomed by those who 
have read his previous volumes, and knowhow 
delightful and every way good they are ; “ Odd¬ 
ities in Southern Life and Character,” edited 
by Henry Watterson, of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, and containing some of the most in¬ 
teresting portions of famous Southern books 
which have enjoyed great popularity in the 
South, and to no small extent in the North also, 
with introductions by Mr. Watterson, and sev¬ 
eral illustrations ; a brochure on “The Nature 
and Form of the American Government founded 
on the Christian Religion,” by Hon. George 
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Shea, of New York ; the “ History of the Papacy 
during the Reformation,” a work of great value 
and interest, by M. Creighton, well known as 
one of the best of living English writers on his¬ 
torical subjects; “Notes on Foreign Picture 
Galleries,” by C. L. Eastlake, author of “ Hints 
on Household Taste,” etc., with many illustra¬ 
tions ; “Francis Bacon’s Promus of Formula¬ 
ries and Elegancies,” edited by Mrs. Henry 
Pott, of Eng ] and, with a preface by R<w. Dr. E. 
A. Abbott, of London ; and a small volume 
entitled “Notes on Men and their Books,” 
which Mrs. Fields has selected from the lectures 
of Mr. James T. Fields, and which, though not 
elaborate essays, but rather a collection of bio¬ 
graphical, descriptive, and critical paragraphs, 
will be very welcome to those who have listened 
with remarkable pleasure to the lectures them¬ 
selves. The new editions in this list are hardly 
less important or interesting than the entirely 
new works ; for instance, the new Riverside 
Edition of the^complete works of Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, to be printed from entirely 
new and attractive electrotype plates, and 
to be enriched with a short romance which 
has never before been included in Hawthorne’s 
printed works, and with bibliographical 
notes on the various works by George P. 
Lathrop, son-in-law of Hawthorne, and author 
of “A Study of Hawthorne.” An edition de 
luxe of Hawthorne’s works is promised, to be 
printed with very great care upon PapierVergdde 
Hollande. Another important new edition is the 
Riverside Shakespeare, edited by Richard Grant 
White, to be published in three crown octavo 
volumes in the most careful typography of the 
Riverside Press, and to form an elegant popu¬ 
lar edition. Another edition of perhaps equal 
interest is that of the complete works of Robert 
Browning, a library edition in seven volumes 
crown octavo, to contain not only all the 
Browning volumes heretofore published in this 
country, but the new one to be published by 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co. this fall. A new edi¬ 
tion of Dr. Holmes’ inimitable works, care¬ 
fully revised, and in many cases to contain new 
prefaces and bibliographical notes by the au¬ 
thor, will be begun by the issue of the “ Auto¬ 
crat of the Breakfast-Table.” Other new edi¬ 
tions include the complete poetical works of 
Saxe, Bret Harte, and the Cary sisters, in the 
Household Edition , uniform with the popular 
Household Edition of Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co.’s poets; and the poems of the Cary sisters 
will also appear in an illustrated Library Edi¬ 
tion, with steel portraits and twenty-four lull- 
page illustrations. Lodge’s “Ballads and 
Lyrics,” “ American Prose,” and Longfellow’s 
“ Poems of America,” including in three vol¬ 
umes the six volumes of his Poems of Places 
devoted to North America, will be brought out 
in holiday editions, with illustrations, and 
printed with a red-line border. The admirable 
essays of Mr. Whipple in six volumes will be 
brought out in a new and attractive edition. Mrs. 
Whitnty has considerably enlarged her unique 
“ Mother Goose for Grown Folks,” which, with 
several illustrations by Augustus Hoppin, will 
not fail to attract attention. Miss Parloa has 
made important additions to her book on the 
“ First Principles of Household Management 
and Cookery,” including new receipts, and 
making it better both for families and for 
schools. An edition of Lansdell’s important 
work, “Thtough Siberia,” will appear in one 


volume. “Vocal Culture,” which has been a 
very popular text-book, has been revised, en¬ 
larged, and portions re-written by Francis T. 
Russell, formerly Professor of Oratory at Tiin- 
ity and Hobart Colleges. Mr. Horace E. Scud- 
der has selected and re-translated a book of 
fables, chiefly from ALsop, which is intended 
for schools, is made very simple in style, 
and, with its many excellent illustrations, ought 
to be a delightful book to young children, either 
iit schools or in families. He has also written 
a new Bodley book, entitled “The Bodley 
Children and their Journey in Holland,” which 
gives a great deal of curious and interesting in¬ 
formation in regard to Holland, with very strik¬ 
ing incidents in the history of that country, 
and numerous illustrations, so that the book 
will merit as great or greater popularity than 
previous Bodley books have had. Two very 
beautiful calendars for 1883, a Longfellow Cal¬ 
endar and an Emerson Calendar, are promised, 
containing selections for each day of the year 
from the writings of these famous authors, 
mounted on cards beautifully decorated and 
printed in many colors, not gajudy but tasteful, 
and attractive to a degree very rarely, if ever, 
attained in any calendars previously published. 
The Longfellow Calendar contains an unusually 
fine portrait of the poet. 

Jansen, McClurg & Co., of Chicago, will 
bring out at an early date the important work 
of Rudolf Schmidt on “ The Darwinian The¬ 
ories and their Relation to Religion, Philosophy, 
and Morality,” translated from the German, un¬ 
der the author’s supervision,by Dr. G. R. Zim¬ 
merman, of Chicago, and with an introduction 
written especially for this first edition in Eng¬ 
lish, by the Duke of Argyll; a new volume in 
Dr. Nohl’s popular series of musical biogra¬ 
phies—“ Haydn,” translated from the German by 
Mr. Geo. P. Upton; “The Nonpareil Cook¬ 
book,” by Mrs. E. A. Matthiessen, containing, 
besides the recipes most approved in this coun¬ 
try, a large number of new ones procured by 
the author in England, France, and Germany; 
“ The Essentials of Vaccination,” by Dr. W. A. 
Hardaway, of St. Louis; “Frontier Army 
Sketches,” by James W. Steele, of Topeka, 
Kansas; and “The Time of Gustav Adolf 
which will form the initial volume of the cele¬ 
brated Surgeon’s Stories of J. Topelius, one of 
the foremost of Swedish authors, whose admi¬ 
rable historical tales, dealing with some of the 
most romantic incidents and characters of Swe¬ 
dish history, have the fascination and interest of 
the romances of Scott. Though enjoying high 
favor in all northern Europe they are now for the 
first time translated into English. They will be 
completed in six volumes. 

William R. • Jenkins will issue shortly 
“ Dosia,” by Henri Gr6ville, in the original 
French. He intends, if this venture proves 
successful, to publish a series of the best French 
novels. He has also in preparation Hill’s 
“ Bovine Pathology,” and a new and revised 
edition of Prof. W. Williams’ important work 
on “Veterinary Medicine.”

The No Name 
novels have reached a third series, and will 
appear in a new binding. The initial vol¬ 
ume, “ Her Crime,” will be ready Oct. 1. 

George Routledge & Sons have a long list 
of new books and new editions announced for 
fall issue. One of the most important is the 
new illustrated and complete edition of George 
MacDonald’s novels. This is th§ first complete 
and uniform edition of this author, and will be 
specially welcome. The volumes will be sup¬ 
plied in sets or singly. “ Pan-Pipes” is a book 
of old songs newly arranged, with accompani¬ 
ments by Theo. Marzials, and with characteris¬ 
tic illustrations by Walter Crane ; “Randolph 
Caldecott’s ‘Graphic’ Pictures” is a collection 
of Mr. Caldecott’s well-known contributions to 
the London Graphic in attractive book-form ; 
“ Little Ann” is the new book of poems, 
rhymes, and pictures that we have grown to 
look for annually from Kate Greenaway. This 
book is given up to the old-fashioned rhymes 
of Jane and Ann Taylor/ quaintly illustrated 
by Kate Greenaway’s pencil. Besides this 
the popular illustrator presents u Kate Green¬ 
away’s Almanac for 1883,” a dainty 32mo. The 
above juveniles are all printed in colors by 
Edmund Evans. “ Routledge’s Every Boy’s 
Annual for 1883,” and Routledge’s Every Girl’s 
Annual for 1S83,” full of stories and illustra¬ 
tions, continue the yearly instalments of two 
favorite juvenile publications. Mrs. Sale Barker 
has two new and attractive books for little 
readers, “Little Wide-Awake for 1883,” with 
132 illustrations by leading artists, and “ Only 
a Little Child,” with illustrations by Laura 
Blood. A new book, promised as a novelty, 
but a description of which has not yet come to 
us, will be “My Friends,” a novel birthday- 
book by May Crommelin. The new volumes of 
Caldecott’s popular toy-books will be “ The 
Milkmaid,” “ Baby Bunting,” and “ Hey Diddle 
Diddle.” Miss Molesworth’s new book is 
“The Boys and I,” described as a child’s story 
for children. “ Song Land ” is a series of ditties 
for small folks, selected, arranged, and com¬ 
posed by William M. Hutchinson. “Ferdinand’s 
Adventures” is a new volume of fairy tales by 
E. H. Knatchbull-Hugessen, illustrated bv 
Griset “ Warrior Kings” is an historical book 
for the young, by Lady Lamb, and ranges from 
Charlemagne to Frederick the Great. Many 
other juveniles appear on their list of new 
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books, bright with attractive pictures and full 
of good reading, keeping up the standard of 
excellent books for the young, which has made 
the publications of this house so popular with 
boy and girl readers. Among their new editions 
of standards should be mentioned the second 
and concluding volume of the “ Dramatic 
Works of Lord Lytton,” completing the Kneb- 
worth edition. A collection of select passages 
from the works and speeches of the novelist is 
also issued under the title, “ Wit and Wisdom 
of Lord Lvtton.” The Routledge editions of 
Dickens, Waverley, and Bulwer-Lytton are now 
offered in a peculiar binding, described as “ new 
half calf,” which reduces the cost of the 'books 
materially, while it is neat and attractive. 
“The Gilbert Shakespeare,” which has been 
appearing in semi-occasional parts, is now col¬ 
lected and bound in a single volume, and 
makes a low-priced and admirable edition of 
the dramatist. Mention should also be made 
of the edition of the standard poets which ap¬ 
pears with wood sides, ornamented with flower 
pieces, photographed and colored. The edition 
is pleasing in appearance, and quite low in 
price. They have reissued this j^ear a number 
of old-time favorites, such as “ Robinson 
Crusoe,” “^Esop’s Fables,” Wood’s “ Natural 
History,” etc., in handsome lithographed 
boards, making acceptable and inexpensive gift- 
books for the children. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons will issue in Sep¬ 
tember Chaplain Van Horne’s “ Life of General 
Thomas,” which, owing to the advantages en¬ 
joyed by the author, and his intimacy with the 
subject, will be the first authoritative life pub¬ 
lished ; in the Campaign series they will issue 
the volume on “The Mississippi,” which has 
been entrusted to Lieut. F. V. Greene, whose 
reputation as a writer and student of military 
matters is a sufficient guarantee of the thorough¬ 
ness of his work. This will be followed by “ The 
Shenandoah Valley,” by George E. Pond, 
associate editor of The Amnyand Navy Journal 
and a very engaging writer. The concluding 
volume of the Campaign series will be a “Sta¬ 
tistical Record of the Civil War,” which will 
contain chronological lists of engagements, 
lists of officers, deaths and their causes, and a 
large amount of other information interesting 
and valuable to the general reader and student, 
compiled from official sources by Col. Fred. 
Phisterer, custodian of records at Washington. 
It is also the intention of the publishers to 
issue uniform with this series, possibly under 
the same title, three volumes which will de¬ 
scribe the naval engagements during the late 
war, beginning with the formation and adapta¬ 
tion of the navy to the new exigencies, the 
blockade, and engagements on the Atlantic 
coast, and the warfare in the Gulf and on the 
inland rivers. The work has been entrusted 
to competent hands, and the same high stand¬ 
ard will be preserved which has made the 
army record so popular. In October they 
will issue a timely volume, entitled “ Corea, 
the Hermit Nation,” by W. Elliot Griffis. This 
will not be simply a book of travel, but will 
be a thorough description of the people, the 
government, and the country, taking in the 
latest developments there ; it will be very fully 
illustrated with pictures made from photo¬ 
graphs, and will have maps made from Japanese 
surveys. They will also issue an important 
volume in the translation of Francois Lenor- 


mant’s “ Les Origines de 1 ’Histoire,” which 
will be published under the title of “ Beginnings 
of History according to the Bible and the Tra¬ 
ditions of Oriental People.” The work has 
been translated by Miss Mary Lockwood, of 
Washington, and has an introduction by Rev. 
Francis Brown, of Union Theological Seminary. 
Among the other works that may be expected 
in October are “ Helen of Troy,” by A. Lang ; 
a new book by Prof. Austin Phelps, entitled 
“My Portfolio,” a series of biographical and 
literary papers. They have in preparation, and 
hope to publish this fall, an entirely new edition 
of Swinton’s “ Campaigns of the Army of the 
Potomac,” which has been out of print for some 
time, with many additions and corrections made 
under the supervision of the author; “The 
Cryptogram,” by Jules Verne, which forms the 
second part of “ The Giant Raft a volume of 
essays on religious subjects by P/of. Porter, of 
Yale ; and “Logic of Life,” a volume of ser¬ 
mons on modern themes, by II. S. Holland, a 
famous young English clergyman ; Boyesen’s 
“ Idyls of Norway,” comprising his later poems 
which have been issued in the various maga¬ 
zines ; “Forty Puddings,” recipes by Susan 
Anna Brown, which they intend to make a 
quaint and unique gem in typography and gen¬ 
eral get-up ; and a volume on the Irish ques¬ 
tion, by a gentleman who is already considered 
an authority on the subject, and who has studied 
it practically as well as theoretically. In addi¬ 
tion to the foregoing they hope to issue this fall 
“ Poems of American Patriotism,” compiled by 
J. Brander Matthews. This volume will no 
doubt be looked forward to with a great deal 
of interest, because it is, we believe, the first 
anthology which includes all of the American 
patriotic songs. The selection has been made 
with discrimination, and will be arranged in 
chronological order. Also, a clever little novel¬ 
ette, the title of which is not yet ready. Among 
their juveniles the one which is sure to become 
the standard boys’ book for some time to come 
is “ The American Boy’s Handy-Book ; or, 
What to Do and How to Do it,” by Daniel C. 
Beard. The author, unlike others who have 
written and compiled similar books, has not 
taken it for granted that every boy is a finished 
mechanic with all sorts of mechanical and sci¬ 
entific resources at hand, and has therefore 
made a practical book, teaching the average 
intelligent boy what he wants to know, the 
things he wants to do, and the many ways in 
which he can do them with the helps and in¬ 
genious contrivances which every boy can 
either make or procure. The author divides 
the book among the sports of the four seasons, 
including some indoor amusements, and he has 
made a large collection of clever devices, 
among them numerous inventions of his own, 
all of which are drawn by himself. James 
Baldwin has opened to young readers the won¬ 
derful world of the Nibelungen legend, taking 
the theme of the adventures of Siegfried, the 
dragon-slaver, and the heroes and traitors, 
giants and dwarfs and monsters who fought 
with or against him. This will be published 
under the title of “ The Story of Siegfried,” with 
a series of spirited illustrations by Howard 
Pyle. They will also issue “ The Boys’ Percy,” 
the last of the late Sidney Lanier’s admirable 
series, illustrated by Ei B. Bensell ; a new ed¬ 
ition of an old favorite, “ The Ting-a-ling Tale,” 
by Frank R. Stockton, with illustrations by E. 
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B. Bensell ; and new and cheaper editions of 
Jules Veine’s popular stories, “A Floating 
City” and “ Hector Servadac.” 

Scribner & Welford announce the early 
publication of several superbly illustrated 
works of permanent artistic value. Prominent 
among these is the sumptuous volume entitled 
ed “Florence,” treating of the history, the 
rulers, the scholars, the architecture, the paint¬ 
ings, and the sculptures of the beautiful city by 
the Arno. It is by Charles Yriarte, the author 
of the artistic work on Venice, and has over 
five hundred illustrations. The “ History of 
Fashion in France ” is an imperial octavo, pro¬ 
fusely illustrated and devoted to a description 
of the dress of women from the Gallo-Roman 
period to the present time. It is a translation 
from the French of Challamel by Mrs. Cashel 
Hoey and John Lillie. Among their new 
fine-art juvenijes are a book of Shakespearian 
extracts for the older children, with colored 
illustrations, entitled “ The Mowers of Shake¬ 
speare,” depicted by Viola ; “ Up the Stream,” 
written and illustrated by Andre; a new edi¬ 
tion of “Chaucer lor Children,” by Mrs. 
Haweis ; an edition of Hans Andersen’s 
“Fairy Tales,” translated by H. L. Ward and 
Augusta Plesner, and illustrated by ten full- 
page pictures; “Little Dot’s Picture-book,” 
with many illustrations ; and a new standard 
edition of Hans Andersen’s “Fairy Tales,” 
with thirty original colored plates and numer¬ 
ous woodcuts and published both in a com¬ 
plete volume and in fifteen parts. This new 
edition, it is understood, will appear simul¬ 
taneously in English, German, Dutch, and 
Danish translations. They also announce 
“ Stories from Livy,” by Rev. A. J. Church ; 
a new edition of “Outlines of the Life of 
Shakespeare,” by J. O. Hal I i wel 1 -Phill ips ; 
and several new volumes in the Great Mu¬ 
sicians series, of which information will be 
given later on. 

E. & F. N. Spon have in preparation “ Sugar 
Growing and Refining,” a comprehensive trea¬ 
tise on the culture of sugar-yielding plants and 
the manufacture, refining, and analysis of cane, 
beet, maple, etc., with statistics of their pro¬ 
duction and commerce and a chapter on the 
distillation of rum, by Charles G. W. Lock, G. 
W. Wigner, and R. H. Harland. The volume 
will contain upward of 200 illustrations. They 
will also issue this fall a work on “Gold, its 
Occurrence and Extraction,” by A. G. Lock, 
and new and revised editions of M. J. Sexton’s 
valuable “ Boiler-Maker’s Pocket Book,” and 
R. A. Peacock’s volume on “ Saturated Steam.’, 

Robert A. Trippi.e, Philadelphia, will have 
ready in the early fall an important historical 
collection, for the first time put in book-form, 
entitled “Historicafand Biographical Sketches,” 
by' Samuel Whitaker Pennypacker, one of the 
Council of the Historical Soc. of Pa. The 
work will consist of fifteen papers, some of which 
have appeared during the last ten years in the 
Pennsylvania Magazine of History ami Biography, 
Harper's , and Lippincott's, and have given Mr. 
Pennypacker a reputation among historical 
students not only at home but in England, 
Holland, and Germany. Several of the most 
important papers, however, are now for the first 
time printed ; among them a Memoir of Chris¬ 
topher Dock, “ the pious schoolmaster on the 
Skippack,” 150 years ago, who wrote the first 


American treatise on school-teaching and the 
earliest American essay on etiquette, both of 
which are contained in the article. An im¬ 
portant contribution to the history of the late 
war exists in a contemporary paper upon the 
campaign of the 26th Pennsylvania Emergency 
Regiment, which was the first force to meet the 
Confederate army at Gettysburg. The book 
will be handsomely gotten up and the edition 
limited. 

The Universalist Publishing House, Bos¬ 
ton, announce for early issue the “ Life of Ed¬ 
win H. Chapin, D.D.,” upon the preparation 
of which the Rev. Sumner Ellis, D.D.,has been 
engaged for months past; “Filty Notable 
Years,” by John G. Adams, D.D., including 
nearly 100 biographical sketches of Universalist 
clergymen, with steel portraits; “Walks 
about Zion,” by I. M. Atwood, D. D., the 
scholarly president of the Canton Theological 
School ; “ Out of Sight,” a story by Mrs. Jane 
L. Patterson, the editorof the home department 
of the Christian Leader; and “ Hymn and Song 
Book for Conference Meetings,” arranged by 
Stanford Mitchell. They have also now ready 
an entirely new edition of Ballou’s “Treatise 
on the Atonement,” with an introduction by 
A. A. Miner, D.D.,, ex-president of Tufts’ Col¬ 
lege. 

D. Van Nostrand has in press an interest¬ 
ing work, entitled “ Across the Continent with

embracing thirteen papers containing valuable 
information for reference purposes ; the whole 
comprising a complete history of this distin¬ 
guished regiment from 1855 to 1882, compiled 
by George F. Price, Captain of the 5th Cavalry. 
The work will be illustrated with steel engrav¬ 
ings. Mr. Van Nostrand has nearly ready II. B. 
Cornwall’s “ Manual of Blowpipe Analysis,” 
with a complete system of determinative miner¬ 
alogy. This work is specially adapted to use 
in schools. 

Marcus Ward & Co. have been guided by 
their successful issue of “ At Home ” last sea¬ 
son and announce a companion gift-book fur 
the children of even greater excellence in dec¬ 
oration and illustrations. Its title will be 
“Abroad,” and in it the quaint little English 
children whom we met “At Home” are en¬ 
countered on a pleasure tour through France. 
This house has in preparation a new line of 
their famous Christmas cards and popular 
calendars, of which we hope to give informa¬ 
tion later on. 

Ward & Drummond have in press a hand¬ 
some souvenir entitled “Bridal Days,” by Dr. 
D. Henry Miller and Dr. W. D. Hedden. The 
volume will be one of rare appropriateness for 
the celebration of all wedding anniversaries, 
and it is the intention of the publishers to make 
it unique in every respect. The typography 
and illustrations will be in the best style of 
book-making. 

Rees Welsh & Co. will have ready in a few 
days, Walt. Whitman’s new work, “Collects.” 
This peculiar title covers all the author’s earlier 
productions that are not to be found in “ Leaves

of Grass.” Many of them Mr. Whitman had 
determined not to republish, but finally changed 
his mind at the earnest solicitation of many 
friends, especially those in England, who 
threatened to publish the articles themselves if 
he did not.

Henrietta C. Wright, with illustrations in color 
by Mrs. Lydia Emmet, and the “Christmas 
Basket,” by Mrs. Martha J. Lamb. This latter 
is a Christmas token cut in the shape of a bas¬ 
ket of Christinas flowers and greens and printed 
in colors. The prize year not yet having ex¬ 
pired on the “ 1 rize Painting Book” of last 
year, that novelty will still be in demand, and 
Mrs. Lamb’s “ Christmas Owl ” will also retain 
its popularity. White & Stokes are making a 
specialty of their illuminated stationery, in 
w.iich they announce new designs of a high 
grade.

It is said to be as clever 
as the Cape Cod novel, and being a picture of 
Connecticut life, with which Miss McLean is 
familiar, it is awaited with great curiosity.

Bronson Alcoti’s 
“Ralph W. Emerson, an Estimate of his Char¬ 
acter and Genius,” is a small quarto volume, il¬ 
lustrated with Hawke’s fine portrait of Emerson, 
and half a dozen or more rare and curious 
photographs. The edition will be one of 250 
copies only. “Troublesome Children, their 
Ups and their Downs,” is an entertaining 
volume by W. W. Newton.

book of the Church of England,” the first of a 
series of annual accounts of the condition and 
work of the Church of England, and of all 
bodies in communion with her throughout the 
world, issued under the authority of a com¬ 
mittee of representative churchmen, and with 
the sanction of the archbishops and bishops, as 
well as of the Lower House of Convocation of 
Canterbury. They have also in press a“Wa- 
verley Poetical Birthdav-book,” with selections 
from the poems of Sir Walter Scott, and with a 
portrait and illustrations ; also a juvenile en¬ 
titled “The Jackdaw of Rheims,” with illustra¬ 
tions photo-litographed from the artist’s own 
drawings. In addition to these they announce 
the following of the publications of the Society 
for Promoting Christian Knowledge: Rev. E. 
L. Cutt’s “ Life of our Lord ;” a series of 
Diocesan Histories comprising “Oxford,” by 
Rev. E. Marshall ;” “ Worcester,” by Rev. G. 
Smith; and “York,” by Rev. G. Ormsby. In 
the Early European Literature series they will 
issue “ Slavonic Literature,” by Prof. W. R. 
Morill; in the Fathers for English Reader's 
series they will have “ St. Hilary of Poitiers,” 


by Rev. Dr. Cazenove ; and in the Home Li¬ 
brary they will issue “ Church in Roman 
Gaul,” by Rev. R. T. Smith; “John Huss,” 
by Rev. A. H. Wratislav ; and “Judea and her 
Rulers, from Nebuchadnezzar to Vespasian,” 
by Miss M. Bramston. They will also have 
about fifty illustrated and children’s books, 
ranging in prices from 25 cts. to $1.05.

THE HISTORIAN-BOOKSELLER. 

The number of booksellers and publishers 
who have also been authors is far from small ; 
but few among them have had the courage to 
undertake a work of the magnitude and perma¬ 
nent importance of the series of Pacific States 
Histories on which Mr. H.H. Bancroft has been 
so long engaged. The work is of especial inter¬ 
est to the trade, both because of the author’s 
former relations to the book trade, and also be¬ 
cause of the purely original American character 
of the undertaking, as well as on account of its 
extraordinary comprehensiveness. Mr. Ban¬ 
croft was born at Granville, Ohio, in 1832, his 
parents being of New England origin. At the 
age of sixteen he entered the book-store, in 
Buffalo, of his brother-in-law, George H. Derby, 
who, in 1852, sent him to California with a 
stock of books and stationery with which to 
begin business there. Mr. Derby .died before 
the goods reached San Francisco, and Mr. 
Bancroft, in 1S56, opened the establishment 
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which in less than thirty years has become one of 
the largest of the kind in the world. Shortly 
after beginning business he began collecting 
material for a “ History of the Pacific States,” 
by which term is meant the western half of 
North America, from Alaska to Panama, in¬ 
cluding all of Central America and Mexico. 
After gathering all that America would yield 
he several times visited Europe, until his col¬ 
lection numbered 35,000 volumes. For the 
proper and safe storage of these he has recently 
erected a brick fire-proof building on Valencia 
Street, San Francisco, which also serves as his 
literary workshop. The series of histories is 
to embrace eventually thirty-nine octavo vol¬ 
umes, with an average of seven hundred pages 
to a volume, priced at $4.50 per volume (in 
cloth). Of these five volumes have already 
been published, forming “The Native Races of 
the Pacific States.” The next to appear will 
be a ‘‘History of Central America,” in three 
volumes, which will be followed by a history of 
Mexico and the North Mexican States, in eight 
volumes, etc. To show how thorough Mr. 
Bancroft is in his work, we would instance the 
fact that the “ Native Races” is preceded by a 
list of 1200 authorities, and that in writing the 
“ Central America” some 20,000 authorities 
were consulted. It is to be regretted that it was 
thought necessary, in order to properly push 
the work, to place it in the hands of canvassers 
rather than to issue it through the regular trade 
channels, as it is a work which it should be the 
pride of every American bookseller to have on 
his shelves. 


LOW’S ENGLISH CATALOGUE. 

In a volume of some 560 octavo pages Mr. 
Sampson Low presents the third series of his 
most useful English Catalogues, covering the is¬ 
sues from 1872 to 1880,both inclusive. Themode 
of entry is the same as in the former volume, 
under author, with size, price, publisher and date 
added to the title, each book occupying one 
line the width of the page. Mr. Low estimates 
the number of publications recorded in this 
catalogue as at least 60,000, as against 45,000 in 
its predecessor (which covered an equal period 
of time), and attributes the large increase to the 
greater number of serial productions now pub¬ 
lished. To the catalogue proper are added 
two appendices, one of learned societies, print¬ 
ing clubs and other literary associations, with 
their publications from 1872 to 1880 ; the other 
of collections, libraries, series, etc. The work is 
so well known to the American trade as to make 
it unnecessary for us to dwell either upon its ac¬ 
curacy or value. It must be a source of great 
gratification to its veteran compiler to have been 
able to personally conduct for so many years 
such a series. We only hope the recompense 
has been greater than for similar undertakings 
on this side of the Atlantic. The volume con¬ 
cludes with “A list of Some Books, Literary 
Papers and Catalogues for the Use of Librarians, 
Secretaries and Bookbuyers,” from which we 
extract the strictly literary papers, the trade 
catalogues and trade journals in the English 
language:
